WASHINGTON, April 2.--The ¢x- 
pected Peruvian communication relating 
to the Tacna-Arica arbitration award 
by President Coolidge was delivered 
late today at the State Deparjment. No 
statement was forthcoming either at the 
department or the Peruvian Embassy 
as to its contents except the admission 
that it did have to do with the award. 

From other sources jt was learned 
that the communication, which is in the 
form of a memorial addressed to the 
arbitrator, makes several requests look- 
ing to greater protection and extension 
of the rights of Peruvian Nationals to 
vote in the plebiscite which is to de- 
termine sovereignty of the two prov- 
inces under the award. 

A duplicate copy of the memorial was 
provided for ‘transmission to the 
Chilean’ Government, and it is under- 
stood to be at least intimated in the 
communication that unless these addi- 
tional safeguards are provided the 
Peruvian Government would find it dif- 
ficult if ‘not impossible to participate 
in the plebiscite. 

Among: the. steps the President is 
asked to take is the replacement of Chil- 
ean military and police authorities in 
Tacna and Arica, preferably with Amer-

Government, however, the way is left 
open for establishment of a native con-

Undenlably, the newspapers have 
groaned while they printed the stuff. 
It has been repetitious and tedious 
beyond belief. Yet the press has felt 
it a duty to make it public. It has 
done so in the face of many protests 
from its readers. They have com- 
plained of the waste of print paper 
involved in the’ extraordinary advertis- 
ing given the Mayor. But there must 
be respect for the office if not for its 
incumbent. Besides, if his outgivings 
had not been printed he would tri- 
umphantly have alleged a boycott. In 
addition, there has been the motive of 
allowing Mr. FpYLAN to display himself 
in the freest possible way before the 
eyes of his fellow-citizens, so that they 
might form a just opinion\ of the qual- 
ity of the man whom they, had chosen 
as the Mayor of this greatest Amer- 
ican city. ; 

After all this service to him done by 
the newspapers, it is rather ungrateful 
of the Mayortoignorethe favors shown 
him and to demand greater ones.

AIRCRAFT LIMITATION. 

As the military authorities of all the 
nations that defeated’ Germany ‘concur 
in the opinion! that aircraft will play 
an important part in another great 
war, it can be seen that the failure of 
the Washington conference to deal 
with the question of limiting aircraft 
was unfortunate, even if -inevitable. 
Competition in capital ship construc- 
tion has ceased, but Great Britain is 
spending large sums of money in an 
attempt to cut down the advantage 
of France in the air. Japan has 
adopted an extensive aircraft program. 
In the United States a controversy 
about the relative value of capital 
ships and aircraft points to much 
larger appropriations for aviation. The 
Washington conference took up lim- 
itation of aircraft only to make a ratio 
for carriers.. A committee of experts 
representing the United States, Great 
Britain, France, Italy and Japan was 
appointed to look into the matter, and 
this was its conclusion: 

The committee is of the opinion that 
it is not practicable to impose any 
effective limitations upon the numbers 
of aircraft, elther commercial or mili- 

ry, except in the single case of 

hter-than-air craft. The committee 
‘is of the opinion/that the use of air- 
craft in warfare should be governed 
by the rules of warfare as adapted 
to aircraft by a further conference 
which should be held at a later date. 

A conference at The Hague in 1923, 
at which the United States was repre- 
sented, drafted rules and regulations 
for the use of aircraft in war, but the 
work done’ there was tentative. Even 
if generally approved, the limitation of 
aircraft would remain difficult. , Re- 
striction of attacks to military objec- 
tives and the security of unfortified 
centres of population were attempted 
by the conference in its draft, but 
there was a feeling that raids which 
would endanger noncombatants could 
not be prevented. The definition of 
a, military objective would always be 
uncertain. Since adjournment of the 
‘Washington conference there has been 
discussi6n about the* urgency of air- 
craft limitation. The expansion of 
commercial aviation was obviously in- 
volved. Every progressive nation de- 
sires it. As the conversion of com- 
mercial into war planes could be made 
quickly, how would the restriction of 
war-plane construction serve the pur- 
pose in view? The question. per- 
plexes. Yet it is intimated ‘from 
London that the British Government 
will make airplane restriction a lead- 
ing subject at the next disarmament 
Nevertheless, money is 
being spent lavishly cut down the 
long lead of France in military_avia- 
tion. London is to be ringed round 
with airdromes and every defense 
against ‘attacks from the air will be 


be none but France. France. regards 
this-as irrational, \Her explanation of 
superiority in the air is that she must 
-make herself secure against a Conti- 
nental enemy. England, she declares, 
has nothing to fear from the ally who 
saved her from defeat in 1914-17.

BALDWIN IN LIGHTER MOOD. 

Some Americans resent the *“*Anglo~ 
Saxon tradition ” and find more “aif- 
ferences than resemblances between 
the two great,Mnglish-speaking peo- 
ples. In the matter of humor in 
statesmen the gulf between the two 
nations does yawn wide. No one in 
this country seriously challenges the 
accepted creed that public humor in 
public men is fatal. The ~ American 
mind rejects the picture of a President 
telling a funny story publicly. But 
British Prime Ministers are continu- 
ally doing it. ‘Mr. Baipwin 4dis- 
cussed the cross-word puzzle before the 
London Press Club in the presence of 
the French Ambassador: 

I as Prime Minister, and you as 
journalists, are engaged in the com- 
mon work of trying to elevate the peo- 


ple of this country, and you are 
\doing it today through that marvel- 


ous medium, the ~ puzzle. 
There is now hardly a n, woman 


or child in this country who is not 
familiar with the name of Eu. The 
fact that ASA was King of Judah can 
‘be concealed now from none. I should 
think 90 per cent. of the people be- 
lieve that there was but one Roman 

Emperor and that his name was NERO. 
They have learned that there is one 

mysterious bird {n a far country of 
three letters, and one snake of three 
letters. They have learned the Latin 

word for the sun, and, Mr. Ambassa- 
dor; they have learned the French for 
ae and.” 

Presumably the President of the 
United States unbends at the dinners 
of the Gridiron Club. But it has been 
an unbroken law that on such occa- 
sions reporters are never present, 
just as there are no reporters at the 
press ‘*frolics up in Albany where Gov- 
ernor SMITH may choose to make a 
few remarks. At any rate, the Ameri- 
cans have never seen their President 
credited in the papers with a letter 
like the one Mr. BALDWIN read before 
his London audience. It was an epis- 
tle written eighty years ago by the 
Cadi of Mossul to Sir HeNrY LaYARD 
in response to the latter’s request for 
information concerning the population 
and industries of Mossul.

My illustrious friend and joy of 
my liver: The thing you ask of. me 
is both difficult and useless. Al- 
though I have passed all my days in 
this place, I have neither counted the 
houses, nor have I inquired into the 
number of its inhabitants. And as to 
what one perSon loads on his mules 
and the other stows away in his ships, 
that is no business of mine. But, 
above all, as to the previous history 
of this place Gop only knows the 
amount of dirt and confusion that the 
infidels may have eaten before the 


coming of the Sword of Isldm. \ It

000 which might have been applied 
to State parks is to be temporarily 
withheld, Governor Smuirn’s_ veto 
memorandum leaves no shadow of 
doubt where the responsibility—rests. 
‘“* When the so-called Thayer bill was 
first introduced it was a good bill,’’ 
writes the Governor, It provided for 
the unified and comprehensive State 
park system voted last year by a 
huge majority.

In place of the $6,000,000. worth of 
health and recreation ‘‘ there would

Instead of the State Council / of) 
Parks, which has charge of the new 
unified plan, the amendments put. all 
important procedure into the hands 
of the Stdte Engineer, the State Board 
ef Estimate and Control, the Stat 
Land Board and the Attorney Gen- 
eral. The first thrpe are about to be 
abolished by. constitutional amend- 
ment as unnecessary. Unlike the 
State Council, the Engineer and the 
Board of Estimate have no executive 
staff and the Land Board ‘‘ knows 
nothing about the park program.”’ 
All problems would have to be newly 
studied and an entire new organiza- 
tion ereated. Yet as the work preg} © 
gressed the State Engineer would 
have power ‘to draw money out of the 
park fund ‘‘ on his own vouchers and 
‘* without the consent of the park au-

A Park on Washington Heights. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Several days ago an important step was 
taken when the Committee on City ‘Plan 
and Public Improvements of the Board of 
Estimate voted to recommend to the board 
the acquisition of the J. Hood Wright 
estate as a public playground. The estate, 
which is adjacent to Public School 173, now 
under construction, is bounded by 173d and 
176th Streets and extends from Fort Wash- 
ington Avenue to Haven Avenue, 

At a meeting of the committee, held sev- 
eral weeks previously, I appeared on behalf 
of the original petitioners and owners of the 
property, valued in excess of* $50,000,900, 
which adjoins the Wright estate, at which 
meeting I presented to the committee the 
arguments in favor of purchasing the en- 
tire Wright estate for the purpose indi- 
cated, Mr. Robinson also appeared, on 
behalf of the Chamber of Commerce of 
Washington Heights, as Chairman; of its 
Committee on Public Improvements, and 
favored the proposal. 

When the recommendation of the com- 
mittee was announced it elicited great en- 
thusiasm among the delegation of 500 resi- 
dents of Washington Heights present, in- 
cluding, among others, representatives. of 
the Washington Heights Chamber of Com- 
merce, the Meyer Post\of the American 
Legion, the Washington Heights Memorial 
Association and_the directors of the’ Wash- 
ington Heights Convalescent Home. 

In view of the fact that a large public 
school fs being built immediately opposite, 
the benefits of the proposed playground 
cannot be overestimated, as the Wright 
property is the only available open area on 
Washington Heights. This section is be- 
coming rapidly congested, and the traffic 
in the streets is dangerous to the life and 
limb of children, who, without a proper 
playground, must play in the streets. The 
wisdom and foresight of the committee are 
further evidenced by the fact that the 
school-under construction has no adequate 
facilities. for outdoor recreational purposes.

Army to assist it in establishing its com-. 


in the vicinity of Péronne. 

While engaged on this duty, which was 
only a temporary assignment, the great 
German attack of March 21, 1918, took 
place and the Fifth Army was practi- 
cally. destroyed except for its engineers, 
which were carefully gathered togethér 
in a reserve position. The Sixth En 
neers were the largest organized unit in 
this force and were invited to occury an 
important sector covering the main road 
leading east: from the city of Amiens, 
through Viillers-Bretonneux. The Sixth 
£ngineers occupied a position in front of 
Amiens and were successful in prevent- 
ing the Germans from occupying Villers- 
Bretonneux, the possession of which 
would have enabled them to make the 
city of Amiens untenable, 

The Germans made a determined but 
unsuccessful attack on the American po- 
sition’ on March 30. Whether they 
used all the force available is not known, 
but it Is a fact that they had not outrun 
their artillery support in thelr rapid ad- 
vance, as they prepared their attack by 
a bitter artillery bombardment which 
cost the lives of twenty of the defenders 
‘and wounded about one hundred more. 
No other organized attack was made by 
the Germans. They were expecting 
allied, resistance to materialize and 
evidently considered that it had so ma- 
terialized when they met the resistance 
of the Sixth. 

“It was this resistance that established 
the regiment in the good graces of the 
British. General Rawlinson himself 
visited the regiment a few days before 
its relief from the British front, and the 
writer well remembers the impression 
made by General Rawlinson at this time. 
He was apparently the very finest type+ 


of Englishman, tall and slender, abso- 
utely wnaffected and frank.

PRINCETON, N. J., April 2.—Dr. B. 
J. van ‘Cauwenbergh, Professor and 
Librarian of the University of Lduvain, 
Belgium, visited the library of Princeton 
Unive today. in connection with a 
tour of s Anstitutions inthe United 
States.

In a radio talk through station WFBH 
last night, United States Attorney 
Emory R. Buckner assured listeners-in 
that his job, centrary to the general 
opinion, is not that of a prohibition 
agent. Also, he pointed out, he is not 
a “cop” at all. He showed, though, 
that he had to keep almost constant 
supervision over prohibition matters be- 
cause of the fact /that the prohibition 
law ‘thas brought ikto the United States 
Attorney’s office h&ndreds and thou- 
sands of civil lawsuits. When liquor 
or a. rum ship is seized or when of- 
ficials. -seize>~a truck or automobile 
carrying liquor, civil suits must be 
started. by the 
feituré of the liquor and the vehicles 
used transporting it.’’ 

Mr. Buckner called attention to the 
fact that there was a scarcity of judges 
in this district. Prohibition, ‘he said, 
had given the courts @ great deal more 
than their share of the work. en 
he said: 

‘When I sized up the situation I saw 
that what was needed was to spend 
very much less time in prohibition en- 
forcement, but ‘to make this enforce- 
ment far more effective than the policy 
of making thousands of small arrests

The 
problem is purely a practical one and 
as the Government lawyer, I must give 
tov Uncle Sam the same. sensible and 
practical advice that I would give to a
